FOR NOTED POET 


Richmond Builds Reproduc- 


tion of House in Which 
Poe's Mother Died 


Richmond, Va.—(XP)—Elizabeth Ar- 


nold Poe, mother of the man who 
wrote Immortal prose and 
poetry, 


gives her name to a new fireproof 
building erected at the Poe Memorial 
here to house the priceless collection 
of Poeana. 


This latest addition to the memori- 


al Is a reproduction of 
the little 


house In which the actress-mother 
died 117 years ago, leaving a three- 
year-old son, destined to •write high 
on fame's scroll the impersishabl© 
name of Edgar Allen Poe. 


Several years ago, largely through 


the efforts of Archer Jones and his 
wife of Richmond the "Old Stone 
House," a little gabled building of 
stucco, bronze, tsone and 
mortar, 


and Its old world garden became the 
shrine of the great artist who spent 
the early years of his unhappy life 
in Richmond. 


The new building, adjoining the 


old, overlooks a boxwood garden fill- 
ed with evergreens, periwinkle and 
star of Jerusalem. Ivy clambers ov- 
er an old brick wall which separates 
the houses. In a tiny border around 
the shrine blooms white hyacinths 
and sweet alyssium. 


Near here 
was Poe's childhood 


home and the grave in historic St. 
John's churchyard where his moth- 
er sleeps 
The house were he mar- 


ried "Virginia Clemm, his child wife, 
is not far off, nor is the site of the 
Old Exchange Hotel Itt the parlor 
of which he made his last public ap-y 
pearance when he gave his lecture 
on "The Poetic Principle" and re- 
cited "The Raven" to an audience 
of barely a dozen persons. 


In a nearby river he swam the 


long summer days with his compan- 
ions, and from the old wharf a few 
r>locko below the place of the shrine 
lie took his final departure from 
Richmond, leaving by boat lor Balti- 
more,, where ten^days later he died. 


Granville G. Valentine saved the 


Old Stone House from destruction 
.n 1912, and the Association for the 
Preservation of Virginia Antiquities 
finally undertook its preservation 
The late Archer G. Jones conceived 
the idea of establishing a Poe shrine. 


The Poe Association in Richmond, 


founded by Charles Graves, now of 
:he New York Times, had become 
almost defunct, and it was to this or- 
ganization that Mr. and Mrs. Jones 
went with their plans. 


In the spring of 1922 the shrine 


was formally opened under distin- 
guished auspices. 
Since that time 


the, Poe society, which today finds 
material expression in new buildings 
and rare collection of articles asso- 
ciated with the author, has grown 
rapidly.

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THE JURY AND THE JUDGE 
In a public address recently former 


Justice Hughes said: "Our hope for 
the progress of the administration of 
justice lies', not with injuries but with 
conscientious, able, industrious judges 
in the control of the business of their 
courts. Give the judge all the power/ 
he has and more,, too. Get rid of jury 
trials as much as possible." 


His statement fairly presents the 


conviction of a great many but there 
is an equally strong conviction to the 
contrary. Efforts are constantly afoot 
in congress to further limit the power i 
of judges a'nd extend the authority of 
juries. The statement of Judge Hughes 
is rather an extreme' one for a~ man 
who is as familiar as he with the long 
history of the jury system and its close 
as'sociatibn •everywhere with freedom 
as we know it and as a bulwark 
against autocracy in arty form. 


It is not fair to say that our jury 


system has broken down. 
There is 


little question but what it has sadly 
failed in numerous instances, the trial 
of the Fall, Dohe.ny and Sinclair cases 
of recent memory being uppermost, 
but we do not know of anything that 
could be more, dangerous, to American 
institutions than to "get rid of jury 
trials as much as possible." .-, 


The right of trial by jury has accom- 


panied civilized forms of government 
for the last .seven hundred years. 
Whenever it 'has been denied autoc- 
racy, 'oppression, tyramiy have pre- 
sented themselves in all their most' re-" 
pulsive features. -Wherever it has 
prevailed freedom has, existed in its 
best fdrms albeit many instances could 
easily be found and cited where the 
blunders, misunderstandings and lack 
of .appreciation 
of 
responsibilities"

The his- 
tory of many nations,throughout the 
centuries has indicated plainly enough 
that increasing, the p6wer and the au- 
thority of judges rias not been the 
means of advancing the cause of jus- 
tice. Instead.of discarding or attempt- 
ing to emasculate the jury system, its 
^weaknesses might readily be corrected 
:by appropriate legislation.;Many hon- 
est jurors misunderstand what is. go-, 
ing on" before them, fail to compre- 
hend the- strength or weakness of cer- 
tain-kinds of evidence, are" often mis- 
led by specious and clever arguments 
that may have little or nothing to do 
with the case. The proposal which has 
been made by those who have studied 
our jury system, closely, that judges be 
permitted to freely give their opinions 
to jurors instead of being prevented 
therefrom which is the rule obtaining 
in most state courts, has the appear- 
ance of a sound proposal. Efforts of 
this character would tend to strength- 
en the jury system but the power to 
determine issues of fact must not be 
given to judges because in all reason- 
able likelihood* it would not tend to 
improve the situation. Judges already 
have plenty of power. 


The entire matter of the administra- 


tion of justice is of extreme impor- 
tance, hardly anything of more impor- 
tance. It affects the people in their ev- 
ery day life, their.modes of life, their 
peace of mind. Sydney Smith wrote of 
it: "Truth is its handmaid, freedom is 
its peace companion, safety walks in 
its steps, victory follows in its train; 
it is the brightest emanation from the 
gospel, it is the attribute of God." 


It is quite unthinkable that the jury 


system would either.be discarded or 
so legislated against as to enfeeble it; 
nor is it a fair example to cite the 
blunders of the system in a city Jike 
Chicago where crime stalks about tri- 
umphant, when a few carefully drawn 
laws concerning the selection of jur- 
ors, the abolition of dilatory tactics 
and the disbarring of a host of crimi- 
nal Iaw3*ers would accomplish a world 
of good.

presidential paw at high noon and 
those who can't just see him any- 
how.

Proper identification, registration 


in the press book, and introduction 
to the chairman of the White House 
reporters, gives one permission to 
attend a press conference, which 
is as near to "interviewing" the pres- 
ident as even, the loftiest come — 
and they say That the president has 
pointed out from time to time that 
he is under no obligation to be even 
that accommodating, and that if the 
newspapers boys and girls don't stop 
yowling for more and bigger favors 
he may do as his predecessor Wil- 
son did and not even see them for 
five minutes at a tune twice a week.

Bankers say 
money thus is alw ays moving-, sweep- 
ing across the country and back in 
seasonal movements. 


Demands for funds for crop plant- 


ing and harvesting- draw money from 
the city to the country In the spring. 
Demands for purposes of"1|transporta- 
tion, manufacturing and distribution 
draw it back to the cities. 


Seasonal -activities 
in essential 


and sectional industries also exert a 
drawing influence 
on funds, and 


there is even a sizeable ~"hot dog 
wave,'"" a summer movement, which 
draws funds from city banks at the 
end of one week and brings it back 
from resort banks about the middle 
of the following week. 


"Crop demand" 13 one of the first 


big motivating 
influences of the 


year, making itself felt chiefly in the 
cotton growing areas 
of Texas and 


the farm lands of the 
middle west 


and northwest in the spring, wlien 
farmers borrow funds from their lo- 
cal banks to buy 
seeds, plant the 


crop and prepare for its raising. 


Local banks lend to 
the limit of 


their own resources, then call upon 
city banks for funds. The tightness 
or credit thus created finally is re- 
lieved by a flow of funds, or of cred- 
it, from the nearest federal reserve 
bank an dfrom the big banks of the 
east.

currency is required to finance the

Reaching the 
middle west, about half way to his 
destination,

The coast star decided he would 


use his baseball ability to earn some 
money. • He signed with a team In 
the Mississippi Valley League un- 
der an assuraei name and played 
long enough to get the desired mon- 
ey. His work Impressed the manag-: 
er of a team in a league of liigher 
classification and he was bought for 
$1,000. Shortly after the sale of the 
player was announced he disappear- 
ed. 


A few years later, after graduating 


from college, this same player was 
sent to the New York Giants for a- 
fancy figure and later turned over to 
an International League club for 
more experience; After a season in 
that: league, in which the 
player 


showed big league' ability, it was 
discovered by chance that he was 
the same player who had signed in, 
a "bush' league under an assumed 
name. He was suspended for a year 
as a result and has just completed 
his sentence and returned to th'e 
team that bought liim.

Calamity howlers can flnd little 


satisfaction in the Wisconsin figures 
for <Ji\orc&s only Increased 2.3 per 
cent over 1926 in the state while 
the whole country showed an 
In- 


crease of 6.2 per cent. Total figures 
give 2,442 divorces In Wisconsin for 
1927 as compared to 2,388 for 1926. 
These figures however, cannot be 
used as an. accurate basis of com- 
parison with the rest of the country 
due to the varying populations of 
the states. Basing the figures on a 
ratio per 1.000 population, the state 
only granted 0 S4 divorces per 1,000, 
while in the United States as

whole, 1.62 divorces per 1,000 were 
given.

During the 1918 epidemic studies 


were made of the 
use of vaccines 


and serums In the control of influ- 
enza, but apparently none of the sub- 
stances developed was sufficiently po- 
tent to warrant recommendation as 
a routine measure in prevention. 


The epidemiologists have 
made 


numerous studies in an endeavor to 
find out just how this 
disease is 


passed from one person to another. 
The conclusion is that the disease is 
probably spread by coughing, sneez- 
ing or spitting, but that in occasion- 
al cases 
It may be 
transmitted 


through direct contact by the hands 
or by sleeping contact. 


SHUN CROWDS 


The effects of crowding and close 


association on the spread of influen- 
za, are, therefore, of the greatest im- 
portance, and lead to the warning in 
times of epidemics to remain away 
from crowds. The prevention of con- 
tact with other infected human be- 
ings is the only known method of 
certain protection against infection. 


Unfortunately under modern con- 


ditions of civilization it is impossible 
for any human being to avoid con- 
tact with others for any considerable 
period of time. Thus Jordan states: 


"It Is quite safe to assert that per- 


feet Isolation 
of an individual 
or 


group during an influenza epidemic 
constitutes a complete 
protection 


against the disease Indeed, it is pos- 
sible to go further and to maintain 
that where, as in most cases, it is 
not practical to avoid outside human 
contact altogether, reduction of such 
contact to a necessary minimum con- 
fers some degree of protection, al- 
though naturally this Is never abso- 
lute. 


"It is clear that a number of fac- 


tors, some of them unknown, enter 
into the causation of epidemic influ- 
enza, but the evidence seems con- 
vincing that on the one side seclu- 
sion and detachment and on the oth- 
er general mingling with others, es- 
pecially if the mingling involves close 
personal association at meals or in 
working Quarters, are very impor- 
tant determining influences." 


This. brings up the question of 


closing the schools. The closing of 
schools to prevent the spread of in- 
fection has been out of favor with 
sanitarians for some time.
